Kaeinc boys are Hearing the cr.-d of their 
provost guard duty, and not a mar. is 
sorry ihat this ardo-us work is nearly 
finished. It is the toughest military life 
the boys have struck yet, and it is for- 
tunate for them all that they are hard- 
ened to the life, else more sickness would 
surely have Co.be contended with. 


Unfortunately we struck provost duty 


when the soldiers arc being paid a.nd 
more troops are arriving from the Miami 


imp to Jacksonville. Every night 


haii been a lively one for the guards and 
patrol wagons have been busy for three 
days, hauling in drur.-ks and viol.itors of 
citnip law, to the guard house and police 
station. -It has been a 
common occur- 


rence for the boys to get from twelve to 
fourteen hours continuous J-uty; 
then 


Catch a few wiaks 01 sleep, on a rough 
board sidewalk r.nd compelled to go on 
duty again before being relieved. Still, 
all havci stood the hardships well, and 
about the only complaint is the limited 
food furnished the overworked Badgers. 
Onii section of ihe company was paid off 
last night and the- other this morning, so, 
previous to ;oduy lack of funds prevented 
mont of the boys from purchasing, their 
own meals. With filled - stoma&hr,' tlic 
balance of the provost work will not be 
nearly so hard. 


TWO HUNDRED A DAY. 


The average number of arrests of sol- 


diers for the last three days has 
been 


fully two hninlred a 
day and Friday 


night the provost guard house and city 
jail were so fuil of men that no more 
could be jammed in, and-those hauled in 
Ititor in the night had to be taken to the 
camp and handed over to their respect- 
ive regimental guard. The Jacksonville 
papers have had little or nothing to say 
regarding the wholesale arrests down 
town, wishing, no doubfc, to give out- 
siders the impression that everything 
was quiet, while the boys were being paid 
The camp is however, a model one, com- 
pared with oilier large military camps 
in the sontb, although it ims its troubles 
during pay days. 


The arrests, on 
previous pay 
days 


were nothing compared to the one we 
have just pa»cd through. The increase 
is largely due fto the arrival 
of

camp here and more arc en route. 


The soldiers of the Second Louisiana

hard with them. Such%conduct toward 
an officer is a serious offense in- the army 
and the oflicer would have been, justified 
ill thrustiag his)sword through, both of 
them. 


There are several instances in ihe past 


few days, of men resisting the guard and 
bayoneted. Some. are ill hospitals 'now 
with serious vroundi. In order lo have 
order, the guard must be respected and 
it looks as though it will be respected, in 
the future.

Smithsonian Institution Is contemplat- 
ing a scientific invasion of the Philip- 
pines along with the military occupa- 
tion. As contemplated the invasion 
will be by a company of the scientific 
men of the institution under the lead- 
ership o:f a scientist of the highest at- 
tainments, to go alonff with the troops 
and under their protection. This is not 
regarded as a new thing, but to the 
United States it would bo absolutely 
novel, for tho reason that .It has never 
be-fore undertaken conquests of foreign 
territory. 
Very rich collections could 


be obtained, it Is believed; on the island 
of Luzon, attractive for the purposes 
of the institution and interesting lor 
the public generally. The co-oporation 
of the scientists and tho troops would 
be advantageous, and it IB bolieved that 
the natives would be found amiabla 
and helpful. It would hot be necessary 
for the success of the scientific expedi- 
tion that tho United States should hold 
the . island.

greatly enrich the Smithsonian and 
with an ethnologist, botanist, geologist 
and other trained men along a report 
oould be produced that would add much 
to the instructive literature of the Insti- 
tution. The disposition of the war de- 
partment has not yet. been ascertained,

W-ERE THEY TAX MILLS. 


Mr. Davidson, tho author of the bills 


and some others, including a number ot 
lawyer?, were of the opinion, after the 
veto of the measures, that the objections 
raised by the governor were no; valid on 
the ground that the bills were not tax 
bills; but others, however, believed that 
these bills could be construed only us tax 
measures, a.ud pointed out the fact, that 
the titles of the bills indicated tlia-t, a.nd 
also the fact that both bills were referred, 
when first mtroduci-d, to tlie committee 
on 
assessment and collection of taxes. 


Those holding this position did not con- 
tend that the title of the bills in the con- 
struing of the la-iy by a court would nec- 
essarily determine the character of the 
bill; yet it would go lar toward shown;; 
in connection with the reference of the 
bills to the tax committee, that tho leg- 
islature viewed them as tax measures. 


Some of the members of the legisla- 


ture, including Mr. Davidson, the author 
of the bills, believed that the passage of 
the measures over the veto would renie 
dy the constitutional defect pointed out 
by the governor, and so a.n attempt was 
made to pass both measures over the 
veto.

This talk coming to the 
cars of Senator Munson, who had been' 
authorized by resolution in tho senate to j 


introduce.the bills, that gentleman went 
over to.the assembly.chamber "before the 
night session and' notified Mr. Davidson 
and Assemblyman Stone and others that 
he had not the slightest desire to gob 
any honor, out of tlio re-introduction "of 
the bills, and that1 the senate would con- 
cur in an amendpent to that joint reso-! 


lution substituting Mr. Davidson's name 
for his own.

When the message from the senate, 


therefore, 
announcing the adoption of 


joint resolution No. S3, permitting Sena- 
tor Munson to re-introduce the sleeping- 
car and express bills was 'received, As- 
Femblyma.n Stone moved to amend' the 
resolution.by striking out the name of 
Senator Munson, a-na inserting in place 
thereof that of i\fr. Davidson. Assem- 
blyman Hall then rose and in quite a.u 
extended speech moved to further amend 
this resolution by striking out all parts 
of it except the paragraphs authorizing 
Mr. Davidson to introduce two bills, un- 
der the titles name-. The bills, Mr. Hull 
said, were M-or;h nothing to .the state. 
"In faet/' he continued, ''it is a question 
whether under those bills the state would 
not 
owe the slocping-ear ana 
express 


companies at the end.of the year instead 
of 
receiving an income from the 
com- 


panies. 


These amendments to the resolution 


were all adopted, but when the assembly 
came to realize the absurdity of this ac- 
tion, hi a feeling of disgust caused by 
the action of Mr. Hull in endeavoring to 
open up the whole quesiion, it emphat- 
ically killed tlio' resolution. 
'• LAYING THE BLAME ON HALL. 


It was the general opinion prevailing 


in the assembly that but for the cranky 
course of Mr. Hall, there would hardly 
Jiavc been a dissenting vote to the senate 
resolution. It really looked as if Mr. 
Hall pursued .his tactics on purpose to 
defeat the bills, nnd to prevent their in- 
troduction anew. It is absolutely cer- 
tain that if Mr. Hall had kept in his seat 
that 
the senate resolution would have 


been concurred in, and the two bills in 
troduced aiu>w, and would have passed 
by n. constitutional vote, and would then 
linve 
become 
laws, meeting with 
the 


hearty approval of the governor. It was 
the. hist day in the afternoon of the ses- 
sion, and it was absurd for Mr. Hall or 
anybody else to suppose for a moment 
that the assembly woma let down the 
bars and admit that which was practical- 
ly new legislation, which would open up 
the whole question, require reference and 
consideration, arid for the bills to take 
the usual course of legislation. To have 
carried out Mr. Hall's program with a 
show of success, an extension of the ses- 
sion would have been required, which was 
impossible. There is no doubt whatever 
that Assemblyman Hall is directly re- 
sponsible for the defeat .f these two im- 
portant r.ie.ostires of legislation, and yet 
himself and friends undertake to charge 
responsibility of the same upon tno gov- 
ernor. Their course in this respect is 
similar to the tactics they display in ref- 
erence to other matters before the legis- 
lature, charging the responsibility of leg- 
islation where no responsibility in fact 
existed. Now these are the facts indis- 
puta.ble in reference to these two notor- 
ious-bills, and the statement herein con- 
tained cannot be gainsaid or denied. 


Ib is old saying that "fooU rush in 


whore angels fear to trend;" so it was 
with the oblique Mr. Hull when he in- 
truded liis personality into this legisla- 
tion during tt.o hist hours of the session, 
when the facts arc known fully, he can 
not escape the conclusion that upor. him, 
and him a.lonc, rests the stigma of de- 
feating these bills.

She lies in a slip 
and on each sido of her, loom the two 
former fillrbusters. The 
Alfroda 
was 


built by the Cuban Junta of New York, 
and is a frail looking craft, fifty feet long 
and propelled by a gasoline engine. She 
carries n. crew of five men., all Cubans, 
except Captain "Johnnie" O'Brien, who 
is her commander. There is no better 
filibuster 
in the world than- O'Brien, 


who has devoted his Ufa to this danger- 
ous work. He has commanded many 
croft including the Three Friends and 
Dauntless, and is as well known in South 
.America as in Nort American waters 
O'Brien 
was at Tampa when I went

But 
wo moved on until we had reached and 
reported to Gen. La-wtoik At our sta- 
tion on the hill bullets flew thick over 
our heads and the noise they made sound- 
ed like rain falling on a hot stove. 


'It was about 11 o'clock that night, 


July 11, that wo were- ordered to 
put 


fifty 
men in the trenches. Tliis order 


came to me from Lieut. Col. Lauman, 
Col. 
Tanner 
being almost 
exhausted. 


While out looking at a place where three 
rifle pits joined, a couple of bullets 
knocked the dirt up not two feet away 
from us. > We got away from there lively 
enough. 


"That night it began to rain and I 


never sa-.v such a downpour. 
The fifty 


of us in the trenches were drenched to 
the skin. Wo were compelled to endure 
this all night and next morning such a 
lot of men I never before looked upon. 


•'To make matters worse, rations ran 


out and there was nothing to eat in the 
camp. I called for volunteers to go to 
Si-boncv and bring up what they could. 
Siboncy wns but twelve miles away, but 
such was the condition of the roads that 
the men did not return until the next 
day." 


WORD COMES OF VICTORY. 


"It 
was 'JuJy 14 when word was 


brought to us that tlio Spaniards had 
surrendered and we were permitted 
to 


leave the tren'ches. Next day I left cnmp 
with a detachment for Siboney, which 
place we reached after • a hard march, 
having once lost our way. All we had to 
cat that day was a cup of codec, a bit of 
hard-tack and a piece of meat about as 
big as two of i:iy finger;- I tdl you I 
was nearly used up, so ihnt I was glad to 
lie dawn and rest.

THE NATIVES ARE AN INDOLENT LOT.

Porto Rico, although a secluded spot, 


has not been ignored in a literary way. 
Much has been written of it both from 
the standpoint of the historian, who has 
discovered much interesting matter 
within its border, and by the novelist, 
who has found plots for romances 
among its dark eyed, hot blooded people 
and its beautiful hills and valleys cov- 
ered with luxuriant plants and ever., 
blooming flowers. The writer looks at 
it now with different eyes- With Its nat- 
ural resources and hidden, wealth to be 
brought to light and developed, its sa- 
lubrious climate and under the generous 
government of the United States, it will 
not only continue to be the garden spot 
of the world, but the home for many of 
America's energetic citizens, who no 


name of the king and .queen of Spain 
on that island a little less than four 
centuries ago, gave it the name ot "Rich 
Port" and was loath to believe that the 
fountain ot everlasting youth, ot which 
the natives'told him ln:order to be freed 


a. continual strife has been kept up 
either within its borders or by nations 
who made every endeavor to1 wrest- it 
from the hands of the Dons. Spain, 


i however, 'has held it with but one inter- 
'! ruptlon continuously Crom the time it 


was discovered. Porto Rico has had 
but few years of peace, and these were 
spent in expectation. Wafted on the 
breezes from the surrounding islands, 
and especially from Cuba, come the 
sounds of revolution and dissatisfaction. 
and the cry to be liberated from the 
hands of oppression. The' determination 
of the Cubans to gain their liberty and 
to govern themselves and the continual 
uprisings and revolutions in Haiti and 
Santo Domingo unsettled the peaco of 
the Porto Ricans and tuined their 
thoughts to war and revolution. The 
fields were left unfilled by the natives. 
who met and spent their time most un- 
successfully and unprofitable- in devis- 
ing means to -find relief from the tyran- 
ny ot the Spaniards,, who ruled- them

iest peak, Ei Yunpren, of about 3,500 feet 
•above the sea level, is lost in the mist. 
'All the hills have a black, uninviting 
appearance, but as the coast is ap-1 


, proaohed they change from black to 1 


I green and are seen to be covered with 
forests whose trees, abundantly sup- 
plied with foliage, seem to nod a wel- 
come in the scent laden breeze. As the 
ship passes along the warm winds from 
offshore tell the visitor It Is time to 
shed woolen clothing for tho cooler linen 
which is worn almost exclusively in the 
tropics. 


From the hilltops to. the shove the 


blackness stands out between the sky 
and sandy beach, the brightness o£ 
which is made more .dazzling by the 
rays of the tropical sun streaming re- 
lentlessly down, on it and the lashing 
into i'oam of the breakers tumbling over 


I each other as they hurry to spend their 
force. Hero and there along the coast 


I are seen rocky promontories whose jag- 
jged edges and; sides are covered with 
moss until they reach the wash.of'the 
jsea. They are ugly looking things, and 
their treache'rbusnoss has been felt-by 
many sailing craft which-have been 


'and the inevitable frowning fortress [winds the 
looking down on the ship through tho''""'""'"1" 
muzzles of the guns, some of which 
were mounted many centuries ago, but 
with the many odd looking buildings 
with their gayly painted sides' and roofs 
that dot the shore and gradually be- 
come fewer in number as they reach up 
the hillsides. The houses are very dif- 
ferent in architecture from those of our 
own country. They are low structures 
and would make a striking contrast 
with the skyscrapers of modern times. 
While they arc- built of stone they are 
painted In pink, blue, yellow and nearly 
all the colors of the rainbow. 


Another striking feature of the build- 


ings is the absence of chimneys, and 
hardly a window glass is to be found 
throughout the island. There are no 
frosts to make it necessary that win- 
dows b<: closed, and furnaces and stoves 
are unknown quantities. The windows 
have balconies, shaded from the glare 
of the sun by awnings, and the cooking 
is clone in open ovens away from the 
houses. What, the buildings jack in size 
and solidity they make up in history. 
Many of the houses In San Juan and 
other cities at present occupied were 
built many centuries ago, and It is 
claimed that some of them that were 
constructed by order oC Ponce de Leon 
as early as 1512 are still in existence in 
habitable condition. The native guide, 
however, has a beautiful Imagination, 
which silver coins have a tendency to 
develop to a marvelous degree. 


When the ship has come to anchor oft 


tho city and the "sea ladder" has been 
placed over the side, she Is visited by 
customs officials, and while they are as 
little welcome as such officers usually 
are they are more appreciated than the 
visitors preceding them, who begin to 
'alight on the vossel as the land Is ap- 
proached. Usually the cusitoms agents 
remain on the ship'but a few.minutes, 
while the others,'which come in large 
flocks and consist of mosquitoes, sand

habitable. These In a great measure re- 
lieve the suffering. The thermometer 
has'reglstered as high as 117 degrees In 
the shade, but the average temperature 
during the day Is about 97 degrees, while 
at night it begins to fall until the aver- 
age is about 68 degrees. As one goes from 
the coast cities Into the foothills- the 
beat begins to lose its fierceness, and in 
some of the higher plateaus the climate 
Is temperate. One advantage the Island 
has over our northern country is- that 
the climate is steady and one knows 
what kind of weather to expect at all 
times.' When you go out .In the morn- 
ing, you need not fear a blizzard -before 
returning at nightfall. There are but 
two seasons, the rainy and dry, and 
they come with equal regularity, bring- 
ing with them their pests, ono with an- 
imals and Insects, the other with dis- 
eases, for. although nature endowed the 
island generously with beautiful things, 
she also lett some to be shunned. - 


Strange as it may seem and although 


foic Interior of the. island is far healthier 
than the coast, all of the larger cities 
are on or near the water's edge, where 
most of the population live, leaving- the 
Interior with a few sparsely settled vil- 
lages strewn about over the hillsides or 
near the main government road, which 
runs from one end of the island to the 
other, a distance of about 100 miles. The 
villages that one does find In the Inte- 
rior of the country, however, repay the 
visitor for bis trouble In hunting them 
out. There are but few railroads on the 
island, and these are of the type at early 
days. Most of the traveling Is done on 
horseback or in carriages, the latter of 
which ar? scarce and have seen their 
best days. The horses are native ani- 
mals and, although small, are hardy 
beasts, capable of traveling great dis- 
tances without fatigue. 
These animals -are found" in great 


numbers on the island, and when the 
better class, who live-in the'Cities dur- 
ing the 'dry season,'go• to thr-lr ,"sum- 


flies,, fleas and gnats, remain with.the mer" homes in the .'hills- during the 
vessel,'.causing great discomfort among rainy season there is no hustling. one'» 


which has placed them in the front ra»k 
as sanitatlonists, these changes will bo 
made rapidly, arid the new possession -

As has already been stated, the. small 


insects are many. They are to be found 
in all parts of the island to a greater or 
less degree,-and while they are annoy- 
ing they are harmless. Among these 
posts are the sugar cane bugs, which de- 
stroy the young, shoots. In appearance 
they are not unlike our.own roaches, ex- 
cepting in size, arid'in this, they differ 
very materially, being nearly four, tiroes 
as large, they seem "to be like the coun- 
try In that nature has treated them 
kindly, for they are, beautiful. These 
bugs are brown and. look as if they were . 
highly polished. Just back of the "eyei 
are two' small phosphorescent ..spots, 
which 'while the bugs are awake and 
active keep, up a constant sparkling, 
which, added to by the fireflies, with 
their numerous lights, make the long 
evenings look like fairyland. The bugs 
are harmless and are used by the womj 
. 


en for decorative purposes.

Of-the wild animals of Porto Rico the

dogs and armadillos are the most dan- / 
gerous, but the island has become com- / 
paratively free from them, as the snakes 
and- wild hogs, which are their natural 
enemies, have destroyed them. It is 
really a wonderful- sight to get on the 
top of one of the higher hills and watch 
the- panorama as the last rays of tho 
sun send their dying flashes above tho 
horizon'and the shadows of the twilight 
steal along the shores and up the hill- 
sides, changing in colors as the sky 
loses its brightness and night begins. 
Gaudy plumed'' birds dart from tree to 
tree, calling to their mates, while in the 
lowlands the hrefllcs send out their 
light, and.along the coast the breakers 
dash against the shore, sending in their 
spray phosphorescent, lights that look 
like jewels. The sight Is one long to be 
remembered, but the :charm Is-broken 
when-you descend into the city and vis- 
It the'caslno. Here the men are to be 
found drinking and. gambling, while th« 
women sit together-in the plaza'and 
listen to the dreamy; music of the fort 
band,- which, with the-, exception^ ot an 
opera a few times a, year. Is the only, 
diversion, aside from home amusements, 
they have. They seldom go on' visits or 
leave thelr.-homes for any purpose. 


The men as a. rule are indolent and 


would rather spend their time preparing 
for the coming holiday or at their fa- 
vorite sport, which is gambling, than 
work. They are born gamesters, and 
cases have even been reported where 
the wives and children of the players 
were the stakes. It is not to be expect- 
ed that the riches of the country would 
be developed by men who usually do 
not even till their own fields. 
With the Influx of American energy 


and capital matters will change. The 
cities will be'.'relieved of their pests,-and 
improvements will be made.

Besides 
giving It an abundance of stores, many 
oC which.are yet.to be tir.ougbt .to.light 
from the hidden fastnesses.of the moun- 
tains and .the valleys and beds of the 
swift.running streams which .are nu- 
merous.throughout the.lsland, nearly all 
the harbors are protected, by high hills 
and.landlocked. Tho channels, at the

^afloat, and while some are .very narrow 
most ot. thorn aro broad enough to allow 
several sh'lps to'pass In-or out abreast.

'What seemed to be rolling hills from 
i-the sea are- now successive tablelands, 
gradually leaning toward the center of 
the .island as.they Increase in height.. 
In.appearance- the island resembles a 
four sided pyramid, with,.Its.apex cov- 
ered by the cK,uds. 
Along the coast the climate is intense- 


ly hot, and if It'were not for the re-

family into a crowded railroad, train, to 
be nearly suffocated with the heat or 
blinded by cinders and dust for several 
hundred miles, to flnd a "breathing 
spot" during the heated term. Summer 
homes dot tho hillside far above the 
cities of the coast. Some of the estates 
are gigantic In size, while many are 
small. The architect has had little to 
do with making these places gardens. 
Nature has provided for them, and with 
the exception of constructing the house* 
there Is no work needed from the archi- 
tect to make the places veritable para- 
dises. To add to their charm they are 
but a. few miles from the cities and are 
reached over good roads after a short 
drive. 
Like all the West .India islands, 


Porto Rico has many drawbacks. Amons 
those are the wild animals—snakes, 
which grow\ to an enormous size, and 
mice and. rats, which destroy the rice 
and sugar' cane. These, however, are not 
to be compared with the diseases, which 
include 
yellow Jever. elephantiasis, 


marsh fever, .tetanus -and dysentery. 
The-first and last of these plagues are 
the most prevalent, and while .they are 
continually lurking in the lowlands few 
malignant.cases are found. '.The coun- 
try has a natural drainage, and if.the 
cities were fitted with modern sanitary 
appliances .there is little doubt thatthese 
diseases could be stamped, out in a-.little 
while' None of the cities has any sani- 
tary'appliances,'but are. constructed on 
tho plan of those In the other West In- 
dia islands and until they are recon-

The Quarter Deck Court 
In the early days of. our navy com- 


manders of vessels had greater latitude 
,n the matter of punishments than to- 
day. 
When flogging and keelhauling 


were in vogue, a captain could sentence 
one of-his crew'to'almost any punish- 
ment. Now the' navy department has 
.ssued regulations covering, most of- 
fenses, and it is only for minor breaches 
of discipline that the .commander of a 
man-of-war can distribute Justice.:: 


The captain holds court on th« nuar-' 


ter.deck several times a. wee*. • There,- 
assisted by the executive officer, ha 
fives one man.three-months' restriction' 
to the ship for smoking :out of hours. 
another a week's extra bright work 
cleaning for being late with his ham-- 
mock and still another a month's re- 
striction for being over leave.

setfm snap shot Judgments, but in fact 
they have been determined beforehand 
.n an interview with the executive offi- 
cer'. When a case is grave enough to 
warrant a more severe punishment, tho 
offender is placed under arrest and held 
for summary or general court martial..

periods of from one to five days on fult-T 
diet or bread and water. 
As in police courts ashore, punish- 


ments differ on different ships. Somo 
captains are known tor the picturesque- 
ness of their punishments, and others 
are famed, like the late Judge Duffy o£ 
New York for their Solomonllke judg- 
ments. Many an erring, sailor has es- 
caned the penalty of his misdeeds by 
laughing discreetly at his commaading 
officer's bad puns. 
Tho captain of the old Rearsarge dur- 


ing one of her early cruises laid great 
stress on ridicule as a penalty. 
He 


«DOnt a part of his. time, inventing new 
and novel punishments for his crew, 
some of which .proved useful, while oth- 
er? only brought ridicule to his-own 
door 
One of his most, successful was 


the calling out .of-the'punishment and 
the offense at every bell by the culprit. . 
For Instance., a sailor named Jack 


Brown, who had been brought to book 
for fighting, would be compelled to take 
bis stand on the break of the forecastle 
during the evening hours and at each 
bull shout lustily:
